(From the January Advertising World, London) 
A new* year is a kind of milestone at which we all pause for a moment for a 
glance backward and forward. 


Upon the road we traversed during 1916 our eyes will not, I think, be disposed 
to linger. 
A review of it would yield us much cause for self-congratulation, for 
advertising has endured the strains to which it has been subjected, in common with 
every other form of commercial activity, in a most desirable manner. It has shown 
itself to perform a function in modern trading of absolutely primary importance. 
There were those in the earlier days of the war who wrere inclined to look upon their 
advertising as a species of luxury that offered the most favorable opportunities for 
retrenchment. 
They are not much in evidence now. 


Most of them learnt in a very practical manner, and not without pain, that com­ 
mercial business can no more be conducted without advertising than an engine can 
be run without steam. 


That such a lesson should have been taught, and learnt in an unforgettable man­ 
ner, is not a little to set against the many losses occasioned to the advertising busi­ 
ness by the war. 


We may with confidence go so far as to say that we see no reason for adver­ 
tisers and advertising men to feel unduly fearful of what this year may have in 
store for them. Everyone of the signs points to a continuance and even an increase 
of advertising enterprise during the coming months. Operations may be conditioned 
by difficulties of obtaining various kinds of advertising material, space, paper print­ 
ing, etc., but they are not at all likely to be restricted as a whole to smaller limits 
than those at present confining them. 


On the contrary, as the victory that will bring pedee emerges—as it is emerging 
—every day more clearly from the clouds that have obscured it advertisers will strive 
w*ith ever increasing energy to prepare for the resumption of general commericial 
activity. 


There will be an enormous amount of business to be done in home and overseas 
markets during the years immediately following the cessation of hostilities; but the 
competition for it will be keener than any of which the commercial world has yet 
had knowledge. 


This is being more and more recognized in this country—fortunately for the 
future of our trade— and everywhere efforts are -being made to key the machinery 
of production, and what is stili more necessary the machinery of distribution, up to 
a hitherto undreamt of level of efficiency. 


Quite apart from current advertising this preparative work is giving all those con­ 
nected with advertising rapidly increasing employment for all th^ar energies and abilities. 
There is no time to lose, for it is more than possible that the war will end as suddenly as 
it began; and to be found unprepared for peace may cost us more in the long run even 
than we have had to pay for being unprepared for war. 


At this, the most critical passage that British commerce has ever had to essay, 
its fortunes are largely in the hands of those who have a specialist knowledge of 
scientific salesmanship. They will not fail to do their part, we are assured, if they 
receive proper support from the producers. 


They must have this, and have it now, if British trade is to maintain anything 
like its pride of place under the new conditions. 


We believe this support is being accorded to them more readily today than it 
ever has been in the past; and it is for this reason that we find ourselves able to look 
forward with high courage and full confidence. 


The “after-the-w ar” times of commercial competition are going to be filled with 
unprecedented endeavor and the promise of unexampled achievement. 
The “nation 
of shopkeepers” should, as it will, be found ready to play a part in them worthy 
of its traditions and potentialities.

high schools and eighth grades who 
devote their time to efforts along 
this line. 
The letter reads as follows: 
“To the (’minty Superintendent: 
“Two things I wish to present at 
this time: 
“First—carrying out in more ac­ 
curate detail the 
suggestions 
that 
were made at the great agricultural 
conference here, under the impulse 
of Governor Goodrich’s 
proclama­ 
tion, 1 desire to state: It is my wish 
and order that 
you 
permit 
such 
high school boys and girls, and also 
such eighth grade boys and girls as 
may to care to engage in home por- 
jeets work', looking 
toward the in­ 
crease of our agricultural output, to 
engage in such 
work 
and 
to re­ 
ceive therefor full 
credit 
on 
the 
school records for it, provided this 
work is done to the satisfaction of 


the county agent 
and 
the county 
superintendent. This is not designa­ 
ted as an official 
attempt 
to 
lay 
down the bars for entrance into the 
field of activity of the 
farmer, 
a 
host of idlers, 
hut strictly 
to give 
encouragement 
to those patriotic­ 
ally inclined 
boys and girls 
who 
wish to lend a hand 
in the present 
crisis. 
“Dismiss no schools 
as a whole. 
This order explicitly is for the ad­ 
vantage of young 
people 
in 
the 
eighth grade and high school class­ 
es who have something to do of con­ 
sequence and are willing 
t3 do it, 
but who do not have the leisure to 
perform the duty 
if we 
held them 
rigidly to their class tasks. 
“Second — President

Slaughter of Seven or Eight 


dred Thousand Puts Them «h 
Plane With Early Christians. 


MILLION STARVE TO DEATH 


In History 
of Christian Church 


There Are no Figures so Glor- 


ious as the Early Martyrs.

(Former British Ambasasdor to the 


United States.) 


London, April 19.—The 
slaugh- 


ter of between seven and eight hun- 
dred thousand Armenians by r. the 
Turks since the beginning of 
the 


war reveals the Armenians quite as 
much martyrs to Christianity as any 
of the early Christians who died in 
Nero's arena. 


There are today more than a mil- 


lion Armenians and Syrians starving 
to death in Asia Minor, Syria, the 
R-ussian Caucasus, Persia and Pal- 
estine. The relief work for them in 
America is in charge of the Ameri- 
can Committee for Armenian and 
Syrian Relief in New York. 


In the history of the early Chris- 


tian church there are no figures so 
glorious, none which have continued 
to be so much honored 
by 
the 


church all through its later days a* 
those of the martyrs, men and wo- 
men who from the time 
of Nero 


down to that of Dioclestian sealed 
with their blood the 
testimony to 


their faith withstanding every lure 
and every threat in order to pre- 


j serve to their faith loyalty to their 
Lord and Master Christ. 


In our own times we have seen 


this example of fidelity repeated in 
the Turkish Empire and it is strange 
that the Christians of Europe and 
America should not have been more 
moved by the examples of courage 
and heroic devotion which the Ar- 
menian Christians have e^veh. Of 
the seven or eight hundred thousand 
of Armenians who have perished1 in 
the recent massacre, many — tboiwr-. 
ands have died as martyrs by which 
I mean they have died, for 
their 


Christian -faith when 
they 
could 


have saved their lives by renouncing 
it. 


This has perhaps not been real- 


ized even by those who in Europe or 
America have read of and been hor- 
rified by the wholesale slaughter and 
hideous crueltias by which of au an- 
cient nation has been exterminated. 
They can hardly understand 
how 


there should be religious persecution 
in our time; so let me try to explain 
the facts. 


It was not religious 
fanaticism 


that led the present rulers of Tur- 
key to seek to root out Christianity, 
i So far from being fanatics most of 
Jthese men through nominally Mo- 
jhammedaus have no religion what- 
ever. Their aim was political. They 
wanted to make the whole Turkish 
Empire Mohammedan in order 
to 


make it uniform with only one "creed 
'and no differences between one class 
jof subjects and another. They,saw 


;that the -Christian, part of the popu- 
lation suffering under constant op- 
pressions and cruelties, 
continued 


to turn its eyes westward aad hope 
for some redress from the Christian 
nations; so they determined. to el- 
iminate Christianity altogether. 


I 'During these recent 
massacres 


whenever any Christian would turn 
Mohammedan his life was spared. 
It was only a Christian that he was 
killed. Many a Christian child was 
torn from its parents to be brongnt 
up as a Mussulman. Thousands of 
[Armenian Christian girls were sold! 
in the market or distributed among 
Turkish officers to be imprisoned for 
life in Turkish harems;and 
there 


forced into Mohammendanism. But 
many more thousands 
of Anne- 


(nians, women as Svell )hs men, were 


I offered their choice between Christ 
j and Mohammed and when they re- 
fused 
Mohammed, were shot or 


drowned forthwith. 
For days and 


days together the bodies, of Chris- 
tian women fwho had thus'perished 
were seen floating down 
the Eu- 


phrates.
